In the early part of the vear (155) A 
J. Davis made a visit to St. Louis and 
organized a Children’s Progressive ly- 
ceum. This swakeued an enthusiasm 
in St. Louis uever before nor since man- 
ifested. A full Lyceum was organized ; 
the Spiritualists were much surprised 
aud asked, “Where did all the young 
peuple come from ^". They had couuted 
on twenty, but on the first day ciglity- 
three children joined the Lyceum. Ina 
few weeks some of the original groups 
were duplicated, laying the foundation 
for Lyceum number two. Shortly money 
began to flow in and in two weeks’ time 
£500 in cash was paid in. They paid out 
sixty dollars for the use of Varandah 
Hall for one nights festival aud forty- 
five dollars for the use of a band of 
music to enable the children, number- 
ing over 200, to perform the "banner 
march, fifty dollars aud upward for 
presents for the children, and equipped 
the school with first-quality badges, 
targets, add manuals. A paper was also 
published, the name of which has slipped 
my wemory. 

Mr. Davis was followed by Mrs. A. A. 
Currier and Lizzie Doten. It was in St. 
Louis that Miss Doteu's inspirational 
poem, “Mr. De Splas" was delivered and 
first saw the light iu print in the "Dem- 
ocrat.” This was in February, 1866. It 
was during this winter and spring that 
many of her poems—now to be found in 
"Poems of Progress" aud “Poems from 
the Inner Life"— were delivered ; for in- 
stance, "Ecce Home," in New York oti 
Christmas eve, December 24, 1565; "The 
Triumph of Freedom," in Boston, Feb- 
ruary 12th ;"The Spirit of Nature," in 
New York, April Sta; and “Fraternity,” 
in Boston, May 13th. 

The Eddy family, mediums for physi- 
cal manifestations, held seances throuah- 


Annie Lord Chamberlain held musical 
circles. 

James V. Mansfield was a test medium 
and answered sealed letters for five dol- 
lars. 

Dr. E. C. Dunn was celebrated as a 
clairvoyant and healing medium; he 
was richly gifted, speaking in a psycho- 
logical and inspirational state. 

Chas. H. Foster advertised as a test 
medium aud his seances were remark- 
albe for accuracy of names and dates. 

L. L. Farusworth answered sealed 
letters for two dollars less than Maus- 
field. 

Dr. Henry Slade was not only an ex- 
cellent healing medium, but gave se- 
auces for physical manifestations in the 
light. 

Atthis time (January, 1566) Hudsou 
Tuttle published his "Origin and An- 
tiquity of Man ;" Kersey Graves his *hi- 
ography of Satan," and A. J. Davis his 
“Death and the After-Life," There were 
also issued “The Gist of Spiritualism,” 
by Warren Chase ; "The Living, Present, 
and the Dead Past," by Heury C. Wright; 
“Branches of Palm," by Mrs. J. S. Adanis; 
“Man and his Relations," by S. B. Brit- 
tan ; “Christ and the People,” by 4.

He doubted and asked 
for a test, which was given him, and re- 
peated three times before he was satis- 
fied. We refer you to the chapter for 
the story. Judges 13 itis said au angel 
appeared in the form of a man and con- 
versed with Monah and his wife, 1. 
King 19 we read that an angel appeared 
to Elijab. .I. Kings 22 we read that God 
himself put alying spirit in the mouths 
of the prophets of Ahab, in order that 
they might be deceived. 

Some spirits are said to have lied 
through mo:lern mediums, so here is the 
parallel. II. Kings 6 it is recorded that 
nyau uy tne power that was mani- 
fested through him, caused a solid ax to 
swim on the surface of the river Jordan. 
Spiritualists claim that the same power 
that could swim au ax can tip a table or 
move solid bodies to-day, There is uo 
more impropriety in believing the one 
than the other. 

IL. Chronicles 21 occurs. the. remarka- 
ble record that a hand-writing came 
from Elijah the prophet, to Jehoram, the 
king, whilst Biblical chronology shows 
Elijah had gone to heaven iu a chariot 
of fire thirteen years prior to the date of 
this writing. Ezekial t, 2, and 3, we have 
an account of Ezekial and his interviews 
with spirits. Ezekial herein distinctly 
says: "A spirit entered into me and en- 
abled me to hear the voices from the 
sky."
